Chairman Hepburn of the house 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce called up the railroad rate 
bill...

Mr. Adamson of Georgia opened for 
the Democratic side. He referred to 
the Democratic platforms of 1900 and 
1904 to show that his party had de- 
manded rate legislation and the Re- 
publican platform to show that they 
gave assurances to the corporations, 
He spoke of President Roosevelt as 
“the most honest and fearless Repub- 
lican president we ever have had” and 
said that the Democrats would have 
been idiots and traitors if they had de- 
clined his powerful aid in this matter. 
Most of the Democrats .charged the 
president with stealing their thunder. 
Sibley of Pennsylvania opposed the 
whole rate policy, as did also McCall 
(Rep., Mass.), on the ground that the 
law would be subversive of individual 
liberty. Russell of Texas, a new Dem- 
ocratic member, made a hit, inviting 
the majority to this “Democratic feast.” 


Taft’s Army Reserve Plan. 

Among the bills introduced by Chair- 
man Hull of the house military affairs 
committee on behalf of Secretary of 
War Taft one provides for a reserve for 
coast defense composed of 50,000 men 
who will have served not less than a 
five year term in the regul@r army. Al-” 
though regularly enlisted, they are to 
be allowed to live where they please in 
this country, subject to the call-of the 
president for tell days’ instruction each 
year. This would enable the’ president 
to comply with the act of 1901 to in- 
crease the army to 100,000 in case of 
emergency. The cost of maintaining 
this reserve force is estimated at $2,- 
000,000 a year. 

No Eight Hour Law on Canal. 

When the urgent deficiency appro- 
priation bill came up for final vote in 
the house many members refrained 
from voting because of the paragraph 
repealing the eight hour law in so far 
as it affects alien labor on the canal 
zone. With one exception the Demo- 
erats voted against the bill, but the 
Republicans scattered. The eight hour 
amendment was agreed to by 120 to 
109. 


Shonts Explains to Congress. 
Chairman Shonts of the canal com- 


mission was before the senate commit- | 


tee and admitted that he continued to 


receive a salary of $12,000 as president | 
of the “Clover Leaf” railroad, but that , 
he gave no time to railroad work. He | 


expressed the belief that the canal 
zone should be made so wide that no 
other country could get close enough to 
disturb Agnerican control. 
Pennsylvania Railroad Inquiry. - 
Taking advantage of a dull moment 
in the house, when comparatively few 
Republicans were present, Gillespie 
(Dem., Tex.) called up. his resolution 
requesting the president to report all 
the facts known to the interstate com- 
merece commission which show or tend 
to show that there exists or has exist- 
ed a combination or arrangement be- 
tween the Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany, the Norfolk and. Western, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, Northern Central 
nnd other companies. Mr. Gillespie 
thought that the Republicans should 
investigate this alleged combination 
just as they had prosecuted the North- 
ern Securities case and said it was re- 
ported that the Pennsylvania had with- 
drawn its opposition to rate legislation 
with the understanding that it would 
not be prosecuted. Republicans pres- 
ent tried to head off consideration, but 


| 
found that the resolution. was priv- | 
lleged because addressed to the pres- 
ident as the head of the commerce com- 
mission. Thirty-seven Republicans vot- 
ed with the Democrats for the meas- 
ure, and there was much comment to 
the effect that some members sought 
in this way to get even with the Penn 
gylvania management for shutting off 
on the issuance of passes.

Governor’ Magoon Answers Bigelow. 
Charles E. Magoon, governor of the 
Panama canal zoné, “who is -also--a-, 
member of the canal commission and 
the American minister to the republic 
of Panama, ‘but who draws but one 
salary, is back home for a visit and to 
attend the meeting of the commission. 
He contradicts almost every assertion 
made by Poultney Bigelow concern- 
ing the state of affairs on the isthmus. 
He says that a large part of the 18,000 
workmen are now engaged in making 
the strip as healthful as possible by 
drainage and the use of kerosene to 
destroy the mosquitoes, by fumigation 
and netting; that there is not a single 
gambling house or house of ill repute 

in the zone. 
Socialists Demand Bathtubs. , 

The political programme of the So- 
cial Democrats of Milwaukee, Wis., a8 
outlined in their party platform, calls 
for a modern bathroom in-every house 
at the expense of the city, but to be 
paid for in installments. Similarly the 
platform calls for school text books, 
medical service, legal advice, concerts, 
ete. 

Pennsylvania Insurance Quiz. 

A joint committee of the Pennsyl- 
vania legislature has begun a rigorous 
investigation of the fee grafting system 
unearthed by the newspapers in the in- 
surance department. 


New Ohio Legislation. 

The Ohio senate by a vote of 22 to 14 
passed a bill abolishing capital punish- 
ment for murder in the first degree, but 
providing that the death penalty may 
be inflicted for.a second commission of 
that crime. At the same time the bill 
to abolish capital punishment for the 
assassination of the president of the 
United States or the governor of the 
state was defeated. The house passed 
the McFadden anti-cigarette bill, so’ 
amended as to apply only to dealers 
and manufacturers. 

Jersey Moves Against Oil Trust. 

A bill has been introduced in the New 
Jersey.senate by Mr. Minturn, a Demo- 
erat, asking for legal proceedings 
against the Standard Oil company and 
‘its subsidiary corporations for the pur- 
pose of forfeiting their charters upon 
grounds of violating the common law 
as to monopolies and the Elkins law 28 
to interstate commerce. 


Third Term Interview Denied. 

The remark attributed to Jacob Riis 
that the president would accept an- 
other term if he should not have beer 
successful in his contest with the mon- 
ey power appears to have been incor- 
rectly reported. What he did say was 
that the president. would continue his 
fight not in the White House, but, per- 
haps, in congress. 

Aldrich Denies Party Friction. 

When asked bout the report that the 
president had issued an ultimatum to 
the senate Republican leaders on the 
‘subject of railway rate legislation, Sen- 
ator Aldrich replied that the president 
and the leadérs in congress were “in 
perfect accord so far as the general 
principles involved are coneerned.”

HISTORY OF THE CLUB BY PRES. 
H. W. MUNRO, 


The history of our ¢lub is a modest 
one, and in telling of it I shall be 13 
brief as possible. 

In the early winter of 1902 several 
young men of St, Paul's church asked 
its rector to help them form a club. A 
boys’ club had been already organized 
and was in a farly_ prosperous state. 
The young men did not seem to know 
what they wanted: perhaps an athlet- 
ie club, a social club. most anything 
would do in the line of a club. 

After several conferences it seemcd 
to me that a good opportunity offered 
itself right here and at once for an 
important work.

sible Young Men’s Christian Associt- 
tion. We invited the cooperation of 
the Y. M. Cc. A. State Board. They 
were very willing to adopt us, and sent 
one of their state secretaries to speak 
to our citizens Bv the kind offices of 
the Methodist church people we heid 
a Mass meting there on the evening or 
Feb. 4, 1903. One hundred and twen- 
ty-five men listened to a very instruc- 
tive address bv Mr. Dwight L. Rogers 
of the state board upon the work and 
merits of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association.

ing, boyeotting, threats, intimidation, 
violence or interference with the But- 
terick employees. The court defines 
picketing as making requests, giving 
advice or “resorting to any species of

Proprietors of the United States, 

Cleveland Moffett, writing in Success 
of the shameful misuse of wealth in the 
United States, estimates the 5,000 prin- 
cipal fortunes: of the country as fol- 
lows: T@) aggregating $2,000,000,000, 
490 aggregating $3,000,000,000, 4,500 
aggregating $10,000,000,000, 

The figures indicate that 5,000° men 
actually own one-sixth of our entire na- 
tional wealth, including money, land, 
buildings, mines, industries, every- 
thing. At the same time it is pointed 
out that more than 4,000,000 families, 
or nearly one-third of the nation, get 
along on incomes’ of less than $400 a 
year and two-thirds of the families on 
less than $900 a year, while only one 
in twenty families-get $3,000 -or- over. 
Mr. Moffett concludes that if present 
conditions continue “things will be 
worse, not better, and every year will 
show a more painful contrast between 
the few who have everything and the 
many who lack everything.” 

Cleveland Criticises Doctors. 

Ex-President Grover Cleveland in 
addressing the New York State Med- 
ical society at Albany on the occasion 
of its one hundredth anniversary 
frankly criticised the medical profes- 
sion for failing to take patients more 
into their confidence. He thought it 
was their high and mighty aloofness 
that gave the quacks a chance to fool 
the people. The ex-president also ad- 
dressed the legislature. He was hearti- 
ly applauded.

Suggestion Cures Pneumonia. 

Such is the remarkable claim put for- 
ward by Dr. John D. Quackenbos, the 
well known fellow of the. New York 
Academy of Medicine and member of 
the American 
Association For 
Advancement 
of Science. He 
tells how at the 
bedside of a 
young woman 
at the point of 
death from 
pneumgnia and 
whom the doc- 
tors had given 
up, he took her 
hand and by 
concentrating 
his mind had 
commanded her 
to come back at 
once and to live. In answer the up- 
turned eyes resumed their natural an- 
gle, and the voice, which had uttered 
only ravings of delirium, answered, “It 
is too late.” Dr. Quackenbos rejoined 
that it was not too late and ordered 
the girl to assume control of her phys- 
ical functions. At once a‘ charge for 
the better began, and he says that to- 
day the young lady is perfectly well 
and is singing in a church choir. 
Science May Create Animals.” 

Professor Wilhelm Ostwald of the 
University of Leipsic in a lecture at 
Columbia university, reviewed the work 
of Professor Loeb ‘of the University of 
California and asserted his confident 
belief that -in- time science. may create 
a type of life through chemical proc- 
esses approximating toward that ef 
man himself. He said that at first they 
would be able to produce only.a bit of 
protoplasm resembling the sea urchin 
that Professor Loeb has evolved. But 
it would be a step in the new evolu- 
tion. Professor Ostwald said he was 
overwhelmed by the thought of the in- 
evitable probabilities, as he knew “that 
by inorganie processes organic beings 
can be produced,’ and he asked the 
startling question, ‘““‘Who knows but a 
new order of humanity may be creat- 
ed?” He admitted that science could 
not fully explain the fact and phe- 
nomena of life, but he thought that a 
living thing was but “a matter of chem- 
istry.” 

A New Comet Discovered. 

Dr, William R. Brooks, director of 
the Smith observatory at Hobart col- 
lege, Geneva, N. Y., discovered on Jan. 
27 another comet sweeping the north- 
eastern sky. It is bright, telescopic, 
large, with considerable nucleus and a 
very short tail. This is the twenty-

A demand for special schools for the 
bright and gifted pupils is réceiving 
wide discussion at this time in Ger- 
many. Its chief advocate is Dr. J. 
Petzoldt of the gymnasium in Spau- 
den, near Berlin. A translation of his 
recent brochure has bee. made in. this 
country for the Literary Digest. It is. 
in the secondary schools, corresponding 
to the colleges in tbis country, that 
this reform is advocated. It is argued 
that all along public education has 
tried to make provision for the intel- 
lectually weak, and no objection is 
made to this, but it is deemed equally 
important to give the fullest scope, for 
the development of the best endowed 
students. Wisdom rather than charity 
is thought to be the true criterion in 
the arrangement of the curricula. The 
opponents of. this. plan contend that 
the highest ideal-of education at this 
stage is the development of character 
and the acquisition of culture, for 
which leisure needed. Thus the 
bright student may use to advantage 
his spare time for independent reading 
or original research. “If education con- 
sists merely in the acquisition of 
facts,” says one writer, “then such an 
innovation -must be approved.”

C2 MULLER RESIGNS, 

HIS PASTORATE. | 

A letter Was read ‘by Elder F. M. 

“ vietor to the congregation of the Ger- 

roan Presbyterian church on East Ua- | 

verhil] street on Sunday morning, in 

which the pastor, Rev. Geo, C. Muller 
tendered his resignation. 

The communication was received 
with great regret and surprise, inas- 
much asvthe pastor has always .been 
+n the closest terms of friendship with 
his flock and his long residence among 
them had resulted in their regariing 
iheir pastor as a_ life-long fixture 
among them, 

His reasons for wishing to sever. his 
relations with his pastorate were given 
‘n his letter of resignatién and are en-" 
tirely personal and are as follows 

Last month a call Was tenderei tu 
tim from a mission fie!d in West I[’hil- 
adelphia, which he at first “declined. 
‘A second letter,came from the Mission 
soard, however, inviting him to view 
the proposed field of labor, which he 
did, Coming to this city from the mis- 
ricnary field and his inclination being 
towards that kind of work, he resolved 
to aecept the call, should the Presby- 
tery grant him their permission by ac- 
cepting his resignation. 

The congregation will meet tomor- 
row to consider the. resignation and 
take action, and appoint a commission 
tc take the resignation of the pastor 
Lefore the Presbytery in Boston io- 
ether with the recommendation of the 
ccmmission regarding the same for the 
Presbytery to take final action. 

Rev. Mr. Muller wishes to retire by 
the end of March next. 

The retiring pastor came to Law- 
rence Nov. 10, 1889, from Cincinnati. 
©hio, where he had been engaged ‘ 
missionary work in the district ee 
Fairmont, succeeding Rev. F. C. Saure 
who was forced to retire on account » 
:\) health, The church was then a smal] 
wooden edifice which is stiil to be seem 
ir the rear of the new church, whicn 
was built in 1900, eleven years from 
the time of Muller's call to the church. 
A parsonage had previcusly been built 
in 1892, 

The congregation which attends the 
church has increased during th- 
incumbeney of Mr. Muller from 300 to 
400 attending the Sunday services in 
the morning. In addition to his church 
duties, the pastor conducts a_ schcol 
cperating after regular school hours, 
tor the instruction of children in ile 
German. language, over 130 children 
attending, their ages ranging fron; 7 
tc 14 years of age. The term of in- 
struction covers 6 years and a diploma 
is granted for proficiency at the nd 
of that time. 

Rev, Mr. Mulier has a very large ac- 
quaintance in this city and very many 
friends who will regret that after 17 
years of a very useful life among them 
he is to leave the city. He has left 
rehind him the record of a work faith- 
fully performed, and although La*.- 
rence loses a good pastor, another ‘eld 
of Christian work will be the gainer.

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H MISS HALLEY’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


The report of Svecial Inspector Mary 
E. Khalley of the district . police is in- 
cluded in the, general report. of «the 
chief of the district..nolice issued last 
week. Miss Halley was taken from her 
former duty of looking after the em- 
ployment of children under. 14 years 
of age, and the sanitary conditions ‘of 
the mills ,last year. and given special 


work in line with the enforcement of 
the specification law. In her report 
Miss Halley savs: ‘ 

“The legislature of 1805 made an im- 
portant change of this specification 
jaw by reducing the limit between the 
intended and the maximum length of 
a cut of cloth to three per cent. in- 
stead of five ner cent as -heretofore. 

“In making this: change, the origi- 
nal specifiéation law (or ‘Particulars’ 
bill is again operative, requiring 
tickets to be attached to every warp 
‘or loom, or rather supplied each 
weaver, with a detailed account of the 
construction of the cloth to be woven, 
viz, the number of vards in a cut or 
piece, the reed, pick and price thereof. 

“In manv instances manufacturers 
do not hail with delight those differ- 
ent changes or amendments of tte 
factory laws. and this law proves a0 
exception. Searcelv had the, original 
specification law hecome , operative 
before many manufacturers decided fu 
pay by the pound, thereby practically 
nullifying the ‘reauirements of that 
act. It was claimed bv them that such 
specific detail provided the operatives 
with a means of comparing work with 
that done in other factories, as those 
tickets could easilv be taken outside 
—a proceeding which manufacturers 
claimed to be detrimental to their 
business. And. again in many _in- 
stances where tickets» were furnished, 
they were lost or mislaid. and an in- 
spector, not finding’ “the necessary 
means of identification on a loom 
could consider it a violation Strange 
as it may appear. when complaints 
came in that in some mills cuts were 
longer than specified on the tickets, 
there was no remedy. as there was 
nothing in the law relating to meas- 
urements being taken. So much dis- 
satisfaction occurred. the intent cf 
the law being whollv lost by  estab- 
lishing the system of payment by the 
pound, that it was amended. Sections 
66 and 67 of chapter 166 of the Revised 


Laws were then enacted. giving the 
inspector liberty to ascertain any facts 
relative to work done and a limit cof 
five per cent to he observed. 

“In my last report and the year 
previous, I mentioned that five psr 


cent. seemed a large amount as some 
manufacturers cid not look upon it as 
a méans of protecting them if their 
cloth should exceed the intended 
length but in many cases the five per- 
cent. limit was more often reached 
than otherwise. When attention was 
directed to this, the reply invariably 
was ‘The law allows me that,’ whic. 
of course was true; yet as they dia 
not exceed that length there was no 
violation. I wish to say, however, thai 
the larger percentage of manufactur - 
ers did not take that advantage. : 

“Since July 1, of the present year, 
the latest amendment of the specifica- 
tion law went into effect. As soon as 
I wag furnished with copies of chapter 
304 1 immediately distributed them, 
every manufacturer receiving a copy. 
Some time had to elapse after the en- 
actment of this law before it could be 
enforced, to enable manufacturers to 
prepare for the necessary changes, it 
being fully understood that many warps 
are dressed with several cuts or piece. 
on the beam, which require some time 
to be woven. ‘'rhis law has occasioned 
so much diversity and positiveness of 
opinions as to its proper interpretation, 
that much clerical work, consultations 
and questions regarding it have been 
the result. 

“Section 65 states that the occupier 
or manager of a cotton factory must 
supply to every weaver a printed ‘cr 
a written ticket containing the follow- 
ing: The number of cuts, the number 
of yard per cut or piece, the price per 
yard, cut or picce, the number of picks 
per inch, the number of reeds to the 
inch, Section 66 of the amended law 
provides that the occupier of any tex- 
tile factory must post in the weave 
rooms specifications of the work to 
be done and the rate of compensation, 
stating the intended and maximum 
length of a cut or piece, the count of 
reed, the number of picks and the page 
per cut or piece per pound. As 
mention is made of ‘the payment being 
‘made by pound in section 65, it is 
claimed that tickets need to be. fur- 

nished, asthe manufacturer states 

he complies by posting lists in the rooi 
giving the intended and maximum 
‘| jength.. yet price is posted per pound 

relieving thém from the ticket system, 
ag the law plainly says, If payment be 
made by cut or piece.’ In section 66 
also, it.states that the words ‘or weight 
have been eliminated, yet it plainly 
states that if payment is made by 
pick, yard cut, piece or pound, it Is to 
be so stated. Section three of chapter 
304 provides that any owner or—-man- 
ager of a cotton factory who fails 10 
comply with those requirements shall 
be punished by a fine, etc. .therelby 
making it poSsible for others, not Ina 
cotton factory to evade this law, if 
they so desire. It sometime happ<‘ns 
that the exact requirements, of the law 
are not fully undestood as many let- 
ters are received, asking for informa- 
tion.” 

Th. table of visits shows that there 
were 309 factories visited during tne 
year 53 visits being made in this city. 
There were but 31 made in Fall River 
Hecause of the strike, and In Lowel 
th re were 87 visits made.

PROBATE COURT AT SALEM. 

The interesting thing, about the large 
number of papers that passed throngh 
the Essex county: probate court in Sa-

TRUANT SCHOOL. 
Following is the annual report of 


Supt. Fancher of the Truant school: 
Lawrence, January 1, 1906. 


To the Honorable Board of County 
Commissioners: 
Gentlemen:—I hereby, submit my 


third annual report and the fifteenth 
of Essex County. Truant School: 

Since my last report the number of 
pupils has nearly doubled. This, how- 
ever, does not necessarily mean an in- 
crease in truaney, but rather that the 
truant officers and school officials 
realize more the need of training the 
boys, growing up on the streets in 
ignorance and idleness, in the county 
school; and the courts committing 
more freely. 

Our aim is to correct by kind treat- 
ment ,the mistakes the boy has made, 


and eliminating the institution a8 
| much as possible. New boys readily 
conform ‘to: the rules, showing their 
gieatest need, befoe commitment . was 
| parental care. 

During the past. summer a. second 
school room was fitted up and open- 
j ed September 5th. There are two 
teachers and seven grades. Two ses- 


sions of school. in the forenoon from 
% to 12 and two sessions in the after- 
noon from 1.30 to 4.30. The first and 
second grades receive five hours in- 
| structiom each day and the other 
grades. three hours, The same inter- 


est and application is maintained and 
the deportment is excellent. 

The farm crops were very good and 
$1818.22 was realized from the mark- 
ets in Lawrence, . besides furnishing 
plenty of fresh vegetables and berries 
in all varieties to the boys. A strik- 
ing feature in connection with the 
farm work is that. the boys enjoy the 
farm and are very much interested in 
seeing things grow. Each boy has a 
plot of land to cultivate and receives 
all he makes from it. 

Too much emphasis cannot put 
on the value of the farm and home 
training. Many of the. boys from the 
city look pale and weak, so our first 
work is to make them strong by giv- 
ing them plenty pf nourishing food, 
and exercise on the farm and play- 
ground. The farm is where they begin 
to build up a good strong body and 
receive their first lessons in industry. 

In téaching the boys farming and 
market gardening we do not expect 
many will follow ttiis occupation; but 
it brings them nearer to nature than 
anything else,’and I have found it is 
an incentive to better school work, 

Our .school was awarded a_ gold 
medal at the Lewis and Clark Cen- 


be 


tennial Exposition sat Portland, Ore- 
gon, 1905. The exhibit. consisted of 
samples of the work done, with 


photographs, also of the educational 
and other useful training. 

The ‘greatest problem with which we 
have to contend, and the most im- 
portant, is In getting good instructors 
to be with the boys.
